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IN THE CLAIMS: 

Please amend the claims as follows: 

1. (Currently Amended) A method of creating a project using Building 
Components and Architectural Elements, the Building Components defined as, at least 
one of, components that are inherently permanent, or components that are necessary 
for the operation or maintenance of the project, and the Architectural Elements defined 
as, at least one of, elements that are removeable, reuseable, relocatable, decorative, or 
supplemental, the method of creating the project comprising the steps of: 

determining the scope of the project such that the project can be defined, 
determining that the project is a candidate for Architectural Element coordination, 
coordinating design with the Architectural Elements to make the design 
Architectural Element coordinated, wherein coordinating the design with the 
Architectural Elements includes transforming changing one or more items of the 
Building Components into the Architectural Elements by specifying in documentation for 
the design a physical change to the one or more items identified in the documentation 
for the design[[;]].

2. (Previously Presented) The method of creating a project including a building, 
facility or product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 
claim 1 further comprising the step of updating pricing data of the one or more items to 
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reflect the transforming of the one or more items from the Building Components into the 
Architectural Elements.

4. (Currently Amended) The method of creating a project including a building, 
facility or product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 
claim 1 further comprising the step of updating audit data of the one or more items to 
reflect the transforming changing of the one or more items from the Building 
Components into the Architectural Elements.

6. (Original) The method of creating a project including a building, facility or 
product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in claim 1 
further comprising the step of coordinating project afterlife with at least one of the 
Architectural Elements and the Building Components. 

7. (Previously Presented) The method of creating a project including a building, 
facility or product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 
claim 6 wherein the step of coordinating afterlife further comprises one of reconfiguring, 
relocating, removing, and reusing the at least one of the Architectural Elements and the 
Building Components. 

8. (Previously Presented) The method of creating a project including a building, 
facility or product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 
claim 6 wherein the step of coordinating afterlife further comprises one of retrofitting and 
recycling the at least one of the Architectural Elements and the Building Components. 

9. (Previously Presented) The method of creating a project including a building, 
facility or product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 
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claim 6 wherein the step of coordinating afterlife further comprises creating energy fuel 
from the at least one of the Architectural Elements. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method of creating a project including a building, 
facility or product using Building Components and Architectural Elements as defined in 
claim 6 wherein the step of coordinating afterlife comprises the steps of 

(a) one of reconfiguring, relocating, removing and reusing the at least one of the 
Architectural Elements, 

(b) one of retrofitting and recycling the at least one of the Architectural Elements, 

and 

(c) creating energy fuel from the at least one of the Architectural Elements. 

11. (Cancelled) 

12. (Currently Amended) A method of creating a project using Building 
Components and Architectural Elements, the Building Components defined as, at least 
one of, components that are inherently permanent, or components that are necessary 
for the operation or maintenance of the project, and the Architectural Elements defined 
as, at least one of, elements that are removeable, reuseable, relocatable, decorative, or 
supplemental, the method of creating the project comprising: 

providing documentation for implementation of the project; 

transforming changing one or more items of the Building Components into the 
Architectural Elements by specifying in the documentation a physical change to the one 
or more items identified in the documentation; and 

implementing the project to create the project, wherein the transforming changing 
occurs prior to implementing the project such that the one or more items are already 
transformed from the Building Components into the Architectural Elements upon the 
implementation of the project. 

13. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 12, wherein the project is a 
building. 
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14. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 12, wherein the project is a 
product. 

1 5. (New) The method of claim 1 , further including: 

when the design is Architectural Element coordinated, then the steps: 

(1) identifying the Architectural Elements for the scope of the project, 

(2) identifying the Building Components for the scope of the project, and 

(3) implementing the Architectural Elements and Building Components 

that have been identified to create the project, wherein the 
changing occurs prior to the implementing such that the one or 
more items are already transformed from the Building Components 
into the Architectural Elements upon creating the project. 
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
